Newspapers Not to Bo Affected by 


the Proposed Change. 


Washington, Nov. I.— President Taft 
and 
Postmaster 
General 
Hitchcock 
reached an agreement on the recom­ 
mendations the president will make to 
congress regarding a change in the 
second class postage rates as aff c‘.- 
mg magazines and other periodicals 
M r 
Taft will recommend that the 
magazines be required to pay the pres­ 
ent rate of I cent a pound on all re^d 
jog matter and a much highter rate to 
be determined later, on the advert' ■ 
ing pages. 
Each magazine wib Le 
quired to send a copy of its current ! 
sue to the postoffice department cath 
week, or month, as the cast may -e 
There the publication w ill be dissect 
od. 
The reading matter and the ad­ 
vertising sections will be separately i 
weighed and tile amount ut postag* 
computed by the number of magazines 
sent out. 
Newspapers 
w ill 
not 
be affected. 
The average Haul of the newspaper in 
but 200 milt s, while the average haul 
oi the magazine is 1,100 miles. 
Mr. Hitchcock told 
the president 
that the plan of separating the reading 
and advertising m atter in the magu 
zincs is entirely feasible, and he be 
lieved it to be the proper solution of 
tile problem. 
The hauling of maga 
zines in the mail has proved costly to 
the government, and both the presi 
dent and the postmaster general be­ 
lieve it has entered largely into the 
deficit shown each year in the post 
office department. 


Deficit Largely Reduced. 


This deficit 
has 
been 
largely re­ 
duced during the past year, a saving 
of $11,000,000 having been reported as 
a result of economies put into effect 
by .Mr. Hitchcock. 
The adoption of a 
new rate for the magazines, Mr. H itch­ 
cock believes, w ill entirely wipe out 
the deficit and put the postal estab­ 
lishment on a self-sustaining basis. 
President Taft is looking forward 
to a Beent rate for letter i>ostage and 
hopes 
to recommend 
it 
before 
he 
leaves the W hite House. 
He holies 
also to back up his recommendation 
with figures and estimates which will 
show that letter postage at this rate 
still w ill yield a profit to the govern­ 
ment. 
The establishment of the proposed 
new rates as to magazines, the presi­ 
dent believes, will do much to bring 
about the penny jiostage plan. 
At the 
same time he thinks the magazines 
w ill be compelled to pay only their 
just share in the postal expense. 
The president is determined to push 
his plan for placing second and third 
class postmasters under Hie civil serv­ 
ice. 
He will make tile recommenda­ 
tion to congress in his forthcoming 
message and hopes for favorable ac­ 
tion.

Stanley H. Johnson Asserts That State 


Commissions 
Create 
Controversies 


Between the Railroads and the Ship­ 


pers— Commissioner 
Lane 
Scores 


Roads for Transferring Burdens to 


the Government Commission. 


Chicago, Nov. I.— Stanley H. John 
son, assistant freight traffic manager 
of the Rock Island lines, testified be­ 
fore the interstate commerce commis­ 
sion that certain state railroad com­ 
missions are causing most of tile trou­ 
ble between the shippers and the rail 
roads. 
Johnson's statement was made 
to Commissioners Franklin K. Lane 
and E. E. Clark, who intimated their 
belief tile railroads are not satisfied 
with regulation because it limits their 
power to increase revenues. 
The hearing on the proposed ad­ 
vances in rates will soon he concluded 
and the evidence will 
then 
be re­ 
viewed in W ashington before a de­ 
cision is announced. 
In conducting the examination of 
Johnson, Commissioner Lane at once 
delved into the actions of the rail­ 
roads previous to the existence of the 
various commerce commissions. 
"W h y didn't you get up to this rea­ 
sonable rate before these interfering 
commissions 
came 
into 
existence?” 
asked Commissioner I.ane. 
"State commissions are an embar­ 
rassment and all the trouble between 
the shippers and the railroads could 
tie adjusted in satisfactory manner if 
the different state commissions were 
out of the w ay,” replied Johnson. 
“ You are not satisfied with the reg­ 
ulation because it lim its your power 
to increase your revenue,” said Com­ 
missioner Lane, “ and you were not 
satisfied with nonregulation prior to 
1906 because you say that led to bank­ 
ruptcy— now what w ill satisfy you? 
In 1906 you had an opportunity to set 
the rates at a higher figure, yet your 
own and other roads were placed in 
the hands of receivers. 
Now' we come 
along— ” 


Might Get Along Famously.

have all these state commissions to 
contend with.”
